Census ' Boom' 


. . . FEW EMPTY HO U SES

Southeast Nebrask a Bnroaii 
_ Angus — You’d think the one town in Nuck olls County 
vvhich gained population since 19.50—booming from ,34 to 
35- would k now w'ho brought the distinction. 
Probabls, you figure, in a place that size a single baby 
was born during the decade. Maybe, if he’s still a little guy, 
he would be horsored by the eonimunity with an extra dap­ 
per diaper or something. 
^ 
Well, if you k now of a small town where the population 
IS that stagnant, you win the dapper diaper. It shore ain’t 
Angus. 
He Knows . . . 
A visit with Postmaster Ivan King, who is in the k now 
and not all from postcards either, reveals that only 8 of 
those current 35 faces were residents 10 years ago. That’s 
about 23 per cent, mak ing Omaha and Lincoln and such 
look about as transient as a two-legged tortoise. 
The surprising population shift has been mainlv from 
town to farm and vice versa, younger families moving out 
and being replaced by retired persons lik e the newest resi­ 
dents, Mr. and Mrs. P. G. Sterk el. 
Four births and two deaths were counted up by the 
postmaster, whose general store is the towm’s only fuú -time 
business. 
In a towm top-heavy wath age, Mart McCartney and 
James Hattan hold seniority by being in the upper 80’s. 
There are several younger children, but ony a single teen­ 
ager, and the one married couple under 30 is Mr and Mrs. 
Norland Melvin. 
‘It’s Economic’ 
With young folk s so much on the move, how is it the 
count held up so welH 
‘‘I think there’s only one reason, and it’s economic,” 
King observed. “ Older people just can’t find anyplace they 
can live as cheaply as in a small town.” 
A recent rundown of the 16 square miles surrounding 
Angus showed King that 40 familie« have left the farm area 
within his lifetime. 
Good thing they all didn’t move to Angus—there aie 
only 4 or 5 empty houses.

New Touch To 
Old Heap 


Those who hav e receiv ed their 1961 auto­ 
mobile license stick ers k now’ what an initial 
shock there is to the experience. In the 
iinal analysis there may not be too nhich 
wrong with the new' stick er plan but it is 
certainly a departure from the past. Some­ 
how, the little stick er mak es one feel he has 
been shortchanged. Ev ery year, or most of 
the years, the new license plates hav e sort 
of represented a purchase. 
You paid all your taxes, registration fees, 
etc. and ended up with a couple of new 
plates. It wasn’t much 
but It was a darn sight 
more substantial t ha n

little 
if

the old dirty plates with the bright new 
ones. It was something lik e getting the car 
washed.

Somewhere in the process you generally 
ended up with sk inned k nuck les and sk inned 
k nuck les are no fun. But what really k illed 
a fellow was to butcher up the head of the 
bolt so badly that it wouldn’t hold a screw­ 
driv er.

Another sad part of tlie stick er plan is 
the loss to society of the old plates. Now 
one might think that old license plates hav e 
no v alue but such people are the k ind who 
throw away sack s, old boxes, old clothes 
and seemingly useless articles. Yet, any 
small child can spend a long time cutting 
out eye, ear and mouth holes in a paper 
sack and then playing ghost with the head 
cov ering he so fashioned. 
And what greater fun is there than an 
imaginary trip across the ocean in, not an 
ocean liner, but a big cardboard box. With 
two children, the box can be pushed and 
will slide lik e crazy ov er a tiled floor. And 
in the race for fun in a big way with the 
small fry are Mother’s cast-off dresses.'* 
high-heeled shoes and discarded hats. Bar- 
relstav es used to be cov eted as sk ies or to 
mak e a rock er but they seem to hav e gone 
the way of orange crates. At least, one sel­ 
dom sees them anymore. 
Now Nebrask a has done away with old 
license plates, at least tor 1961. 'i'hink of all 
the children who will be 
disappointed tor lack of 
an o f f i c i a l year-ohl 
license for their v v auon 
or bicycle. One of the 
most pitched battles m the lamily last year 
was which two of the four children got a 
license plate. Appea.sement for the losers 
was permission to paste in green stamps 
and that can be a messy solution to things. 
And what about the people who sav e license 
plates and boys who line their club walls 
with them? The fellow who has plates going 
back to the lirst issue is going to be mighty 
disappointed. When he adds a stick er to his 
collection in 1962^ the thing just isn’t going 
to look right.

The President's Problem 


A noted commentator at week end suc­ 
cinctly stated the national problem as a 
•‘question of whether the President can con- 
Tince our people that the trouble is real 
and that he is not crying wolf.” 
.At this task the President, at the outset 
at least, is hav ing an uphill pull. The nature 
of the crisis is greatly in the form of an 
abstraction projected into a future that can­ 
not be specifically dated, but nev ertheless 
as real as the physical blows of war, or the 
.sufferings of an abysmal depression. He is 
imding the public unwilling to* contemplate 
such dreadful subjects as nuclear war or 
ev en a less dramatfc form of being tak en 
into captiv ity, and most willing to lend ear 
to those who would eliminate the facts by 
wishful think ing or political blindness. 
But on the President’s side are some in­ 
disputable facts. One is the steady {>ower 
growth of Russia and the Red bloc. .Another 
IS the repeated assertion of the commu­ 
nists, themselv es, that they mean to do 


us in. A third are the ev ident productions 
both in military power and geopolitics to 
achiev e that end. 
Of dangerous wishful think ing it is well 
to recall that the British Empu’e wav ed off 
all warnings of a dissolution of its empire 
until it was too late. 11 is easy to recall the 
“ he doesn't mean it” response to the re­ 
peated threats of Adolph Hitler. That came 
within an inch of costing our life. 
It may be forgotten that the pacitist, iso­ 
lationist Sen. Borah, chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee scoffed at the 
possibility of a World War II and ev en came 
home from a v isit at Berlin and other 
European capitals to assure the American 
people that there would be no war. It was 
only a tew week s alter that that Hitler in­ 
v aded Poland. 
This lime we had belter be sale than 
sorry, because it it happens there w:ll onlv 
be a few around to be sorry and no one 
around to be sympathetic. 


Costly, Unpleasant Neglect 


The setting aside of week s in recognition 
of some specific ev ent or program has be­ 
come so ov erwork ed that people pay little 
attention to these thing.s any more. But 
this week , the dentists ot America are at­ 
tempting to concentrate on the education of 
the public in the proper approach to dental 
care.

.Also, prev ention i> worth a great deal 
more than cure in terms of your pock elbook . 


Dental bills can be a big burden for those 
who hav e neglected their teeth. In addition 
to thi.s, the condition of your teeth has an 
important bearing on your ov erall health 
and sometimes on your appearance. Teeth 
which are improperly formed can deform 
the mouth and this is a definite detraction 
from one’s physical appearance.

Federal 
Pacitic Electric, and practi­ 
cally ev ery manufacturer of 
heav y electrical equipment

-A new satellite concept 
increase the effectiv eness of 
an Echo satellite 100 fold is 
being proposed by the Air 
Force Air Researt'h and De­ 
v elopment Command. Instead 
of just reflecting radio sig­ 
nals from the surface of a 
large satellite, the new pas­ 
siv e satellite will jwssess a 
cov ering of radio lens reflec­ 
tor type of dev ice which will 
focus the reflected energy 
into a narrow beam encom­ 
passing the earth. 
To understand the opera­ 
tion of this new satellite, we 
might compare it to an auto­ 
mobile headlight. The head­ 
light of your automobile is a 
focusing dev ice. At the focus 
of the silv ered parabolic re­ 
flector is the filament of an 
electric lamp. When power is 
put through the lamp, the 
curv ed shape of the lamp w ill 
concentrate the light along a 
narrow beam to illuminate 
the ground in front of the 
ear. When you step into the 
beam, it is completely blind­ 
ing but outside the narrow 
beam 
the 
illumination 
is 
poor. 
In the case of the radio 
satellite, the indiv idual radio 
frequency lens will simply be 
a rod-lik e dev ice or antenna 
which will he tuned to pick 
up radio signals of a certain 
frequency . Once these signals 
hav e been pick ed, they will 
behav e lik e the light coming 
from the filament m our au­ 
tomobile headlight. The re­ 
flector will focus the energy 
in an earthward direction. 
Ev en if tlie satellite should 
be 
spinning 
or 
tumbling, 
there will be so many of the 
lenses on the satellite surface 
so that there will always be a 
reflector pointed tow ard a re­ 
ceiv er station. Engineers l>e- 
liev e this system will be so 


effectiv e that strong signals 
will be receiv ed by ground 
stations 6,000 miles apart. 


In the ca^e of the Echo 
satellite, the signal strength 
of a radio signal reflected to 
any point on the earth’s sur­ 
face was quite small. The 
Echo satellite is an effectiv e 
scatterer 
of 
radio 
signals 
and 
IS . therefore, an ineffi­ 
cient dev ice. To mak e it op­ 
erable, tremendous receiv ing 
equipment lik e the huge Bell 
Telephone Laboratory instal­ 
lations at Homedel, New Jer- 
.*;ey, and the large radio tele­ 
scope in (Tilifornia is needed. 
Thus, the use of thi.s .satellite 
is 
limited 
to 
installations 
witli 
e(jiiii)ment 
large 
and 
powerful enough to transmit 
and receiv e the signals. To 
av oid 
this difficulty, com­ 
munications companies are 
contemplating activ e satel­ 
lites with r e c e i v 
e r s and 
transm itters in them. .Activ e 
satellites can pick up faint 
radio signals, amplify them 
and rebroadcast to the earth 
with enough signal strength 
for small sized installations. 
While the activ e satellites 
are most desirable and will 
be a reality in the immediate 
future. It IS apparent to space 


scientists that satallilei 
t k 
this altitude are v u!rierab!i 
to a v ariety of space hazards. 
Batteries may leak as, in­ 
deed, they di(i in the case of 
Pioneer 
V. 
Meteors 
may 
puncture delicate electronic 
equipment and ev en the sdlar 
batteries—the prime power 
source—may deteriorate in 
time. Thus the activ e satel­ 
lite may ev entually break 
down so that new ones mu.sl 
be* placed 
111 orbit or manned 
satellite must come into be­ 
ing to serv ice the satellites, 
i t 
The diameter of the new 
satellite will be the same as 
the Echo satellite—100 feet, 
except that this new satellite 
will be made rigid through 
a 
sy stem of eheinically inflated 
ribs. This has been intro­ 
duced to prev ent the new 
satellite from behav ing lik e 
Echo in deflating as it al­ 
ternately went from daylight 
to dark ness. If the new satel­ 
lite would deform, the result 
would be a scattering of the 
reflected radio energy and 
the adv antage of the new 
satellite would be lost. 
To check out this new con­ 
cept 'the Air Force plans to 
build a lest model of the sat­ 
ellite ID feet in diameter and 
suspend it from a high-alti- 
tude balloon 
Radio signals 
will then be bounced from it 
to determine the feasibility 
of this type of a dev ice. If ^ 
work ed satisfactoniy for lha 
model, it should ofierate ef­ 
ficiently in space. 
.Actually it is not too im­ 
portant that the radio lens 
satellites be built or used. 
What is of tremendous signif­ 
icance IS that scientists and 
engineers are using ev ery 
possible lead to improv e our 
space jKisturc.
